two-drawer one I now have there, Until there is further straightening up I don t know 
whether a3 I hope I can get a second two-drawer le.ter-aixed cabinet there, I Have it, 
from the "desk" and hope to find a way to use it without too much cramping and blocking 
of air circulation. In any event, I have at least six added file drawers of space, a more 
convenient desk and a plan for reducing the inconvenience of filing in the lowest drawers 
in the line of seven file cabinets along the wall, Using a seat to gat into the lowest 
drawer when cramped by the desk ia awkward and means to have to look sideways, x plan 
to convert all tho lowest drapers into storage space, which I ©Iso need, A 3 iae from tho 
possible two-drawer setup not yet in I'll pick up close to this, much space by eliminating 
the folding ov^r of legal— si^e papers, although X still can t get into the drawers 
on the right side of the desk, I feel good about it. I'll nibblS away at restoring ordor 
when I can. In one day I got to -here I can work again. 

And with two half-sixed two-drawer cabient released by theJLaproving of 
situation I was able to pay a college kid for a day's work here. He'd have done it 
f©ee and we could have sued thoae cabinets for celler storage but’ he also needs them 
and can t afford them. He did a good day s work despite hia fascination with my materials, 
which ho read until 3 a.m.the previous mOrning and on his breaks from labor to which he 
is not accustomed. Ho moved all the flagstones and bricks you may remember were stacked 
up whsre I was making flower beds for ^il and put some shettes up in t o celler so I can 
get supplies off the floor and hopefully can begin straightening out that mess, too.And 
in this reorganization I have four more drawers of space in the cellar for dead storage.
